The town Militia building, a twoestory brick pallding 25 by 25 meters, was 
loceted at Eminescu (formerly I, C, Bratdenu) Streot, | 


The area Militda building, a three-story bullding 60 by 40 meters, was 
located near the Traien Park,. 


Political Training School. No. 1 was located on Armated Rosli Street, next 
to the Headquarters of an infantry division (Ne. 1 above) and opposite the 
barracks of 10 Frontier Guard Regiment (No, 4 above), This wea formerly 
a Hungarien calvary school., It consisted of five three~story buildings 
measuring about 50 by 40 meters each, The sehool was eperatad by the Mine 
Astey of Interior, There were about 1,000 students attending a course 
lasting three years,. They left the echool as warrant officers énd were 
posted to units under control of the Ministry of the Interlor, such as 
Frontier Guards and Securitsete. , 


Political Training Sehool No, 2, former berrecks of the Queen Maria Cave 
alry Regiment, was located In a series of buildings slong Aradului Avenus 
and Eroilor Street. 


Between early May 1948 and April 1949 large scale reconstruction work was 
carried out to reconvert the old berracks into a school; the expenses ine 
volved amounted to 60 millicn lei. : 


Between 1948 and 1949 the commanding officer, who was also head of the 


_ Commnist Party office, was one colonel Moruzi.. In early 1949 he was dise 


missed from the service as an anti-Communist. His second—in-command, 
majer Muresanu,replaced him until the arrival of the new eomuanding officer, 
ifeutenant colonel Dunttre.. 
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During the period 19481949 about 1,500 students attended ths scheol. Their 
ages ranged between 16 and 23, They had been selected by the Commit 
Party and after the course they wero posted es second lieutenants to units 
of the Ministry of the Interior, such as Frontier Guards and Securitate. 


Students wore the Rumanian Army uniform and shenlder boarde with the letters 
MAT, The course was mainly political and held only onca a week, Two to 
three hours were devoted to dril) and military training in the open air.

_ Library and the clubroom of the Dinemo Athletic Club, The rarainder of 

the hotel was used as living quarters for bachelor officers of the. Ministry 
of the Interlor uiits stationed at Oredea, rooms for officers in transit 
and apertments for foreign guesta.
